their ribs and they wallow on. 
A first hand description of a tank 
fighting was giv en here today by one 
of the crew of 11. M. Landship “ Ich- 
thy osauas.” 
He speaks from inside 
information. 
“ You need y our sea legs to ride a 
tank/’ the land seamen said, describ­ 
ing the slow rolling ride towards an

BUSHELS OF GRAIN 


Necessary Food for Allies and 
Neutrals as Figured by 
Hoover. 


URGES US 19 ECONOMIZE 


Suggests Double Consumption of Vege­ 
tables in Summer as Aid to Eu ­ 
rope— Big Crop of Food­ 
stuffs Is Expected. 


Wash ington.—Th e allies of Amorim, 
in th e war against Germany , and th e 
European neutrals will roquire a total 
of 9 71,000,000 bush els of bread and fod­ 
der grains out of th e next h arvest, and, 
in addition to th at great amount, pro­ 
vision must h e made for th e grain 
sh ips destroy ed by submarines, accord­ 
ing to an official announcement made 
by Herbert C. Hoover, wh om President 
Wilson h as designated as food adminis­ 
trator. 
Mr. TToover presented th e situation 
in detail for tin* first, time, th e figures 
representing th e resv.it 
of bis 
re­ 
search es wh ile in Europe. 
He admit­ 
ted th at it would bo impossible for 
North America to furnish all grain 
needed and provide for itself, but lie 
added th at th e country must sh oul­ 
der th e major part of tli * burden. 
Coincident with h is decision to ac­ 
quaint th e country with all of th e facts 
in th e situ a tio n , Mr. Hoover said th at 
th e task of conserving and apportioning 
America’s grain supply would h e un­ 
dertaken as soon as powers were grant­ 
ed by Congress. Representatives of th e 
allies, h e said, wh o were entering into 
forward contracts pending 
I lie ado p tio n 
o f th is legislation were doing so at 
th eir own risk. 
As soon as th e food 
administration was in full operation, 
h e said, th e situation would be can­ 
vassed, and. if necessary , many pur­ 
ch ases by oth er countries would la* 
canceled to serve th e common cause. 


Fodder Not Included. 
Th e Hoover statement was in ex­ 
planation of an interview given by 
Emile Level, h ead of tin* Permanent 
French commission. 
Mr. Hoover said: 
“In view of th e statement of th e 
allies’ grain r<*quiroment out of th e 
next h arvest given by Mr. Level of th e 
French mission to th e press as amount­ 
ing to 500,000,000 bush els, and its ap­ 
parent conflict with th e figures of 
1,000,000,000 bush els given out by my ­ 
self, it seems desirable to mention th at 1 
Mr. Level assured me th at h e included 
in h is figures only th e grain necessary 
for th e bread supply and did not in­ 


itial products, and 15 per cent frotn 
sugar. 
Expect Big Crop. 
“Th e widespread agitation th rough ­ 
out th t» country to increase production 
of foodstuffs h as resulted in a large 
expansion of tin* garden area, and with 
normal weath er conditions we may 
h ope for a greatly increased supply of 
garden vegetables. Th ese may h e dis­ 
posed of eith er by direct consumption 
fluring th e summer month s or conserva­ 
tion for winter use. 
Much th e more 
simple and direct th ing to do is to In­ 
crease th e proportion of vegetables In 
our diet during tin* month s of July , 
August, and September and tints save a 
portion of th e cereals, meat and sugar 
for winter use. 
“To double th e proportion of vegn* 
tables and th us diminish proportion­ 
ally th e drain of bread and meat sup­ 
plies In no way s u g g e s ts vegetarian­ 
ism: public h ealth will not only h e nor­ 
mal but esi/'Cially during th e sum­ 
mer month s will even lie improved if 
th e proportion of vegetables in th e gen­ 
eral diet is doubled.

J 
If th e rural population, ineluding in 
th is term th e larger towns and smaller j 
cities, would during th e month s of j 
July , August and September reduce th e i 
consumption of sugar one ounce, bread 
four ounces, and meat one and a h alf 
ounces a day . and vegetables were sub­ 
stituted instead, th e economy would 
represent th e saving of 20.000,000 bush ­ 
els of wh eat. 125,000 tons of sugar, and 
700.000 beeves. 
“Furth ermore, we must realize th at 
If it is necessary th at we consume per­ 
ish able foodstuffs, we sh ould consume 
th em a s near th e source as possible, 
and we sh ould conserve th e staple 
foodstuffs as far as 
p o ssib le for win­ 
ter use and for export to our allies.”
